ERTAINLY nothing can give so 
much pleasure to the eye as a 
beautifully decorated and fur- 
nished room. It fills us with a 
certain sense of rest and satis- 
faction ; perhaps we are uncon- 
scious of the cause, but the re- 
sult is there just the same. Such 
results can only be brought 
about by a complete unity of 
the many little details that go 
to the making up of such an 
apartment, and this means 
thorough and comprehensive 
study on the part of the decora- 
tor. The present day decorator, 
if he has reached a position of distinction in the public 
eye, appreciates this fact fully, and as a rule his work 
well demonstrates this appreciation; it is, in fact, a part 
of his stock in trade, without which he would not have 
attained his pedestal at all. The interior of the cafe at 
the Hotel Netherlands, designed and decorated by James 
T. Hall & Co., of this city, shows clearly the apprecia- 
tion of this important factor, and their thorough and 
correct knowledge of architectural epochs. This is a 
beautiful and correct example of the Italian Renais- 
sance at its best period, when daintiness and delicacy 
of exquisite moulded and carved details were most pro- 
nounced. The Italian Renaissance has always been 
noted for its extreme delicacy of character, and the 
consummate beauty and elegance of its forms and 
carvings, consequently it is a style easily ruined by 
clumsy and ignorant handling. 

Such is not the case in the present example. Every 
little detail and accessory shows careful thought, and 
the result is a dignified, artistic and satisfying in- 
terior. The illustration gives but an inadequate idea 
of it ; one has to see to fully appreciate. We will, how- 
ever, endeavor to give a suggestion of the detail and 
coloring, which may be of interest. The woodwork is 
of deep reddish oak, elaborately and beautifully carved, 
yet in no manner overdone or inappropriate. The 
panels of the timbered ceiling and frieze are decorated 
with glass mosaic, the coloring a rich mingling of 
greens and blues on a gold background. Here is a case 
in point where ignorance, or an inadequate color sense, 
would have been disastrous, as these, of all colors, are 
the most difficult to combine harmoniously. This is a 
beautiful specimen of Venetian work, executed and im- 
ported especially for this apartment, and is the finest 
piece of modern work of this character in the country. 
The first impression received by the incomer on enter- 
ing, is an acute sense of architectural beauty, combined 
with a satisfying influence, that a correct and carefully- 
studied color scheme is bound to give; a feeling of per- 
fect harmony and rest, that can only be brought about 
by acquired knowledge of decorative fitness and comple- 
tion, on the part of the decorator. 

The walls are hung with rich silk and wool tapestries 
in harmonious tones, as are the draperies and furniture 
coverings ; all go toward the making up of a refined 
and beautiful interior that is, as it should be, a pride 
to the owners and a source of satisfaction to the dec- 
orators. Frequenters of the hotel in the past may recall 
this as the former reading-room, but it is hardly recog- 
nizable in its new guise.
